ness. until. a yellowish-looking 
false membrane is formed. This 
deposit is firmly adherent to the 
mucous membrane beneath or 
incorporated.with it, and if rée- 
moved leaves a raw, bleeding 
ulcerated surface, upon which. it 
is reproduced in a short period. 
The. appearance of the exudation 
has been eompared:to wet parch- 
ment or washed leather, and it is 
more or.less dense in texture.. 
It may cover the whole of. the 
back of the throat, the cavity of

with it. This membrane is apt
